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The Guatemalan Army Chief of Staff, Col. Jose Magdaleno Ortega, stated on 
15 November 1948 that at that date ” Quatemala had no secret sources of 

He added that while Guatemala itself has 
se.intentions whatsoever with respect to Nicaragua, it suspects 
Mcsragua may be. planning an offensive action against Guatemala.
